Gimp's'boy, Jel;e, writes tho Iloxawottamio 
Iltrahl. lie wn-s wild enough ten years ago, 
and when hu ran away to sea nobody ex- 
pected to be surprised after that at any 
thing that happened. He landed without a 
pound in his pockef. at Cape Colony, and 
was soon on his way to tlio great South 
African diamond mines. There he worked 
for thirteen inontha, and when he reached 
the coast on his return home he was as 
black as a, negro, lie had, indeed, hired out 
in the diamond fields and blacked his faeo 
with palm oil so as to bo on belter terms 
with his fellow diggers. He had an enor- 
mous molar which had given him trouble 
from liis infancy. Finally it 
had been 


pinned with a chunk ol ivory. The bottom 
of tills plug he sawed oil in Uic mines, stuck 
the big diamond into the cavity, clapped tho 
plug back, passed the inspectors and 
reached homo with it safely. It has long 
been '.mown that in some specimens of baai- 
boo a round stone is found at the joints of 
the cane. This is called "tiibnshecr," and 
is supposed to be deposited from the slU- 
cious juice of the cane.

They are very rarely found, and aro 
regardrfl as precious stones by the Orien- 
tals, and charms against disease or evil 
spirits by tl'.e natives. Stones of that kind 
are also found in the pomegranate ar.d other 
East India fruits. Apatite has also been 
discovered in tho midst of teak wood.
